| Weaving System s Simple and Usu-
ally Satisfactory—Mo, 12 or 14
Wire s Used,

The usunl method of supporting
mupherries Is by means of a trellls,
composed of two or more Hnes of No
12 or 14 wire. Sometimes the wires
are strung oh crossplocss of 1 by &
ineh, or £ by 4inch lumber, nailed to
upright posts,

Another mothod to fustenn the
wireg directly, by means of stuples, to

the sldes of the posts Qaven-foot
posts got two fest In the ground and
M or B0 feet apart commonly are
nsenl, It Is lroportant that the posts
be eot frmiy, and the hole should be
Inrge enough to allow for tamplog the

| TAKE OUT OLD BERRY CANES

| Werk Should Be Done Immadiately

Aftar Last Picking of Raspber-

riea and Blackberries.

Many of us, In the rush of the sea-
son's work, forget about the berry
patch after the frult ls picked it
possible, take time to clenn up the
canes thls summer, say e wise ones
who are most experienced (n
business of berry production,

Immediately after last pleking of
black and red ruspberries and binck-
berrfes, cut out the canes that pro-
dured the frult this year. They ame
reddidish brown color and can be read-
lly distiloguished from the new canes.
The sooner these old capes are taken
out the better it will be for the new
canes, for they need the plant food
and the molsture that the old canes
will use and after frulting they are
of no pse whatever,

Furthermore, any dlsease and in-
serts that may be on the old canes
can thus be removed, If there s yery
much of this work to do, & pruning
hook should be used to cut out the
ald canes and they should be burned
up or tuken to the brush plle at coce

FACTORS FOR GRAPE SUCCESS
Much Depends on Selection of Right
Varistiss, Suitable Sall and
Good Managemaent.

CULTIVATE ALL FRUIT TREES

Just as Essential in Orchard as for
Any Other Crop—Tends to
Conserve Molsture.

It 1s Just a8 essentlal to enitivite
fruit trees as any er growing crop.
Sometumes the trees wre plowed Lo the
spring and left rest of the year
without any further cure, fur us
cultlvation s copcerned, An excep-
tion where & cultivated crop Is
growing between the trees, says D. C.
Moaring, extension horticulturiet,
Oklehoma AL and M, college. While
trees wre young., a cultiveted row
crop may be grown hetween the trees
a0 long as It does not competa with
the trees for the same molsture and
pinnt food, Therefore, each yOAr as
the trees grow, move the crop fur-
ther awany from the trees and when
the trees are well into bearng cease
growing & spring crop umopg the trees
at all

emuteh mueh more moisture, loclodiog

rulns wnd snows; (2) conserve the
molsture; (3) keep down grass and
weeds: (4) nerate the sofl, that ls,

permit of free alr circulation, which

The first cultivation in the spring
ghould be four or five lnches deep with
whatever avnllabla tool 18 at haod. Be
careful not to akin the trees.

In case your trees are growlsg in
the yard, where it |ls oot practical to
use¢ horse power In cultivation, &
spade, shovel or hoe may bLe used.
Where a band teol is usad, loosen the
soll under the tree and at least a foot
or two bayood the extent of thée Umbs.

Tue cultivation should begin Io
March or early April and cootinue un-
til midsummer under normal condl-
tions, and during the dry season the
cultivation should cootinge untll the
last of the summer, After the frst
cultivation, which is the deep one, the
other cultivations should bé merely to
establish a soll muleh,

SPRAY TO KILL GRAPE PESTS

As Soen as Rootworm Besties Ap-
pear Apply Arsanats of Lead
—Cultivate in June.

To destroy the gripe rOOIWOrma,
cultivate the vineyard during early
Jupe, the United States Department
of Agriculture advisea Spray the
vices as soon as uwdult beetles appear
with arsenate of lead, 13§ pounds pow-
der or 3 pounds paste to 00 gal-
loogs of water, or 50 gallons of bor-
deaux mixture If fungoos disesses are

present.
